LUSOPHONE COUNTRIES* INDUSTRIAL TRAINING SEMINAR ENDS 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 27 Oct 81 p ll 


[Excerpts] The International Seminar on Industrial Training 
for Lusovhone African countries met for 4 days in the Hotel 
Costa do Sol in Luanda. The 53 attending delegates were 
able to establish several points in common in the area of 
industrial training among the five participating states, 
namely, Angola, Cape Verde, Guinea-Bissau, Mozambique and 
Sao Tome e Principe. 





After a long war of national liberation from Portuguese colonialism, these countries 
are now having a difficult time relaunching their industry, the indispensable basis 
for national economic development. This situation, already serious because of the 
hunger, poverty and illiteracy left by colonialism, was further complicated by the 
mass flight of qualified technicians that occurred when the new states achieved 
independence. 


Today, the lack of a skilled labor force to bring about industrial development is a 
matter of lively concern among the five Lusophone African states. Meanwhile, the 
lack of infrastructures capable of meeting the real needs of the five countries has 
limited their progress in training and upgrading the labor force for the industrial 
sector. 


According to the final conclusions of the proceedings of the international seminar, 
the participating countries found therc was a need to establish a policy at the level 
of the five African countries, to define responsibilities in the area of industrial 
training and to create adequate mechanisms for its development. This point was 
proposed by the organizations of Sweden (SWEDEC), Portugal (NORMA), Brazil (SENAI) 

and Italy (COMERINT) and the ILO, which participated in the proceedings of the seminar 
as observers, and is aimed primarily at establishing specific programs that, in an 
efficient and immediate way, would make it possible to make significant strides in 
training skilled manpower for the industrial sector. 





In addition to exchange visits among the five countries to facilitate the exchange of 
experiences, the need was noted for a study of the priorities in the area of industrial 
training in Angola, Cape Verde, Guinea-Bissau, Mozambique and Sao Tome e Principe. 
These priorities will take in cadre training, equipment, common areas of development 
and infrastructures for training and advanced training, specifically their rate of 
utilization. 








The five interested countries also decided to propose a better form of assistance 
from the international organizations, directed more toward the specific circumstances 
of each state; it was observed that, although facilities have been made available 

for the training and qualification of industrial personnel, in most cases these 


facilities are incompatible with the countries’ actual levels of development and 
cannot be put to use.

IMPERIALIST COLLUSION BETWEEN U.S., SOUTH AFRICA CHARGED

[Excerpts] Imperialism and racism do not want to give up. The reactionary circles 
of the United States and other Western countries that support South African 
fascists and local reaction, are attempting everything in their power to prevent 
progressive changes in Southern Africa. 


The fascist Pretoria regime has used military provocations against the independent 
states of Africa for a long time to undermine the united front of these young 
countries confronting the aggressive apartheid regime and to force them to 
renounce their solidarity with the movement for the national liberation of 

Namibia and South Africa. This is Pretoria's principal strategy at present, 

aimed at preserving its fascist regime. 


Pretoria's Non-Declared War 


The Angolan people have a very definite objective: the construction of socialism 
on Marxist-Leninist principles. At this time, the efforts of our party and 

state are all concentrated on the national reconstruction of our country based on 
the orientations and resolutions of the first extraordinary congress of the 
party, since the cornerstone of our policy is economic activity. 


As is known, on 23 August the regular fascist forces attacked our country once 
again, infiltrating some 200 kms of our territory and sowing death and destruc- 
tion. Tens of economic and social targets were destroyed, namely industries, 
schools, hospitals, etc. 


The peaceful populations of villages and communities in the province of Cunene 
suffered barbaric bombings and pillage. Thousand of residents took refuge 

in neighboring provinces. These bombings also destroyed arable !and, thus 
creating hunger conditions, aggravated by the fact that the racist army killed 
and stole large quantities of cattle, which were taken to the illegally occupied 
territory of Namibia. They also took with them agricultural and transportation 
equipment. As a result, about 160,000 persons were rendered homeless and hungry 
in the southern part cof Angola. 








In the light of this situation, how does South Africa explain its barbaric 
acts to world opinion and African public opinion in particular? What will be 
the arguments the racists will present to defend and justify their aggression? 
The answer is more than obvious: in the first place, “it is necessary to 
destroy the SWAPO guerrillas," who, according to them, infiltrate Namibia from 
their bases in Angola. The second argument is to “punish Angola for the help it 
provides to the national liberation movements in Southern Africa." And the 
third argument is the supposed Cuban and Soviet advance south of Angola. All 
these, as well as all other justifications, are completely false. The only 
truth is that the Republic of South Africa attacked a sovereign state, member 
of the UN and the OAU. 


South Africa behaves like a master, bandit and violator on the territory of an 
independent and sovereign state. It hides its true objectives in the inter- 
vention in Angola. However, these are perfectl, cl:ar: Pretoria is attempting 
to destabilize the popular regime in power in the People's Republic of Angola, 
forcing it to abandon its socialist orientation. To this end, it employs, in 
addition to regular South African army forces, mercenaries of various nationali- 
ties and especially from the puppet, counterrevolutionary and anti-people UNITA. 


South African propaganda daily falsifies information on our internal situation, 
presenting everything in a miserable and negative light. South African propaganda 
is inciting the people against party and government leaders especially because 

it fears a socialist Angola and the strengthening of its power, authority and 
influence. This explains the aggression against the young Angolan state, whose 
revolution it has attempted to suffocate. 


South Africa insolently falsified our military relations with the Soviet Union 
and the Republic of Cuba. The racists constantly speculate on the intervention 
of these countries in internal affairs, alleging that the presence of Soviet 
and Cuban military specialists constitutes "a communist threat" against the 
interests of South Africa. However, as a young and sovereign country, Angola 
has the right to create and consolidate its armed forces, according to its 
choice for development and existing treaties; it will continue to use the 
assistance of military specialists from friendly countries to strengthen its 
own defensive capacity. 


South Africa also falsified information pertaining to our economic and commercial 
relations with the socialist countries, presenting it in such a way as to let 

it be understood that Angola is now totally dependent on these countries and 
represents their source for raw materials. Indeed, the situation is quite 
different. Angola is developing as an open society, maintaining active trade and 
cooperation with tens of foreign firms from capitalist countries. 


Angola does not participate in military alliances. There are no foreign bases 

on its territory. As a member of the nonaligned movement, we are for peaceful 
coexistance with nations of a different political persuasion. We are not exporting 
the struggle for national liberation to Namibia or South Africa. In the former, 

it was initiated by the Namibian people themselves, and the same can be said in 
relation to the movement for national liberation in South Africa, because it is 

the very South African people who are fighting there, against the hated anti- 
human, fascist and anachronistic regime of apartheid. 








We do not hide our solidarity with the struggle of the Namibian and South African 
peoples, which does not mean we are exporting this struggle. We pronounce 
ourselves for an immediate solution of the Namibian problem on the basis of

UN Resolution 435, 


We are against any changes to this resolution and also against the plans for a 
neocolonialist solution of the Namibian problem, which envisions taking the 

UN out of the process for Namibian independence and holding elections under 
the control of the Western countries in favor of the white minority. 


Pretoria's non-declared war against Angola and other sovereign states in the 
region is continuing. In the words of Comrade President Jose Eduardo dos Santos: 
"This destabilizing action is felt in practically the entire world as it refiects 
the general crisis of capitalism. In order to overcome this crisis, imperialism 
is using the policy of confrontation through the use of force against the 
progressive nations and forces of Africa, Europe, Asia and Latin America, in 

a vain attempt to conquer once again the positions won by those peoples in the 
various areas who are fighting against colonialism, neocolonialism, the dictator- 
ship of the monopolies and fascism. Imperialism's aggressive attitude obviously 
proves that the evolution of the internal situation is not favorable. The 
present balance of power inclines toward the world's progressive forces, which

SURVEY OF AGRICULTURAL SITUATION, EFFOR1TS UNDERTAKEN

[Excerpts] Angola belongs to a group of countries which 
escaped from colonial rule and are engaged in a new and 
Critical stage in their social, economic and political 
development. After national independence, economic and social 
problems took over the battlefield. Hence our country is 
among the countries regarding which apologists for neocolo- 
nialism are often quick to distort the picture, deli- 
berately emphasizing the bad points. They do this primarily 
to create discouragement and despair in the leaders and 
governments of these countries, to lead them to abandon con- @ 
structive efforts and studies and to stop struggling against 
foreign influence over their economies. 


However, these apologists deliberately overlook the fact that the data they use to 
illustrate the contrast in the economic development of the imperialist countries and 
the underdeveloped countries--the growing debt, the inability to solve many social 
and economic problems, the malnutrition and hunger experienced in the latter 
countries--simply re>resent the end result of colonialism. For example, one need 
only recall such items as the chemical destruction of natural and cultivated 
vegetation in Southeast Asia, the work of the Americans during the lengthy Vietnam 
war, the effects of which will be felt for many years, or the food shortage creating 
endemic malnutrition in some African zones, where colonialist rapine has left entire 
populations socially and economically below the level of simple subsistence to this 
day--this in areas where agrarian reform and the creation of infrastructures (pri- 
marily irrigation) could permanentl* erase the spectre of death by starvation for 
millions of human beings. 


These Western experts in problems of development also underestimate the intention of 
these people to achieve planned qualitative progress, giving oriority to such goals 
as the elimination of centuries of backwardness through the revision of colonial 
economic structures; improved living conditions for the large working masses; pro- 
motion of these countries to a qualitatively different situation in the inter- 
national division of labor; reorganization of agrarian structures, and so on. 





It is this qualitative leap which we will take up in this article; specifically, the 
revisions that our country's agrarian structures have undergone and are still under- 
going to create an agricultural revolution in the People's Republic of Angola. It 
is this revision, change and remodeling that we call up as arguments in support of a 
new agricultural era. 


Place of Agriculture in Our Economy 


Cenerally speaking, the Angolan people continue to be peasants or herdsmen; 85 percent 
of the Angolan people live in the country, engaged mainly in agriculture. Agri- 
cultural products also constitute most of our exports and are the major source of 
foreign. exchange. We need only mention coffee, wood, tobacco, sisal and cotton, 

among others. 


In other words, agriculture is the key sector in the econamic development of our 
count;y. It was in this context that agriculture was defined as the base and industry 
as the decisive factor in economic and social development. 


Correct Distorted Structures 


The triumph of the revolution and the second war of liberation, an conjunction with 
the abandonment and paralysis of most of the agricultural enterprise, caused a 
violent rupture in capitalistic production relations. 


This resulted in the almost total disappearance of the great capitalist agricultural 
enterprises. These large agricultural plantations were turned into state enterprises 
Or agricultural production cooperatives. It also meant the end of the network of 
parasitic middlemen who had been entrusted with distributing the marketable goods 

of the Angolan peasants. This stratum has been replaced since 1976 by a series 

of state enterprises, such as ENCODIPA [National Enterprise for Purchase and Dis- 
tribution of Agricultural Products], DINAMA [National Distributor for Agricultural 
Supplies], DINAPROPE [National Cattle Products Distributing Company] and ENCAFE 
[National Coffee Enterprise], among others. 


This change in production relations was necessarily accompanied by administrative 
reorganization; that is, exchanging the complex and weighty administrative structures 
inherited from colonialism for more simple and homogeneous structures, adapted, 

above all, to the nation's real circumstances. These structures are not yet 
stabilized, however, and will certainly undergo further major readjustments to adapt 
them to the specific needs of our economic development. A case in point is ENCAFE, 
which is overburdened with the management of plantations totalling about 350,000 to 
400,000 hectares. 


Revise Production Relations and Rural Barter 


The transformation of rural production relations has always been one of the great 
Strategic objectives of the Angolan revolution. It was in this context that the 
first cooperative nuclei were created in the liberated zones during the first war 
of liberation, but it was only in 1976 that the first legislation on agricultural 
cooperatives was promulgated. These laws were amended and revised in 1978. 








The next year, i.e., in 1979, a special directorate was created at the level of the 
Ministry of Agriculture to encourage and support the cooperative movement in our 
country. This was the DNCA [DNACA] (National Directorate for Agricultural Coopera- 
tivization and Support to Individual Peasants). 


We should emphasize, however, that for want of a specific law on the organization and 
function of agricultural cooperatives, the latter were established on the basis of 
the principles and recommendations that came out of the First Coference on Agri- 
cultural Cooperativization, held in 1978. During this conference, the three simplest 
forms of agricultural cooperatives were defined: peasant associations, and first- 
and second-degree agricultural cooperatives. 


By the end of 1979, there were already 3,521 peasant associations, with 417,851 
members, and 296 agricultural cooperatives, with 50,811 members. 


As we have seen, the abandonment and paralysis of economic structures was not 

limited to agricultural enterprises; the domestic marketing system was also seriously 
disorganized. As an immediate consequence, the peasants found it impossible to 
satisfy their broad needs for manufactured goods produced inside or outside the 
country. It was precisely to meet these needs that two state enterprises, ENCODIPA 
and DINAMA, were created. The former is responsible for purchasing the peasants' 
agricultural products and selling them the manufactured items they need. 


The ENCODIPA formula was not very effective, however; that is, ENCODIPA did not manage 
to provide the rural areas with the manufactured goods, which were generally sold 

only in the cities. Add to this the ineffectiveness of the existing Domestic Trade 
network and the lack of concentrated effort in ENCODIPA and the other enterprises 
responsible for promoting the exchange of goods produced by the urban workers and by 
the peasants who cultivate the land to create the agricultural abundance that 

Angola needs. 


Looking to a definitive solution to the problem of supplying the peasants, experimental 
rural markets were recently created. Incidentally, this program is being expanded 
under the aegis of Comrade President Jose Eduardo dos Santos. This is a rural 
experiment of major scope; it is being conducted in four provinces: Uige, Malanje, 
Kwanza-Sul and Huambo. The criterion for the function of these markets is quite 
simple: in a festive atmosphere, complete with music, the peasants sell their produce 
to a state company, receiving an invoice which gives them the right to purchase 

certain products et the other stalls, in the amount of their sale. The experiment has 
already begun to show good results. In the rural market of Massamgo, Malanje Province, 
for example, the receipts amounted to 9 million kwanzas, representing sales of 900 

tons of various agricultural products. 


DINAMA is responsible for supplying the peasants with working materials, such as 
pesticides, small’ implements, fertilizers, spray pumps, etc. Last year this state 
company distributed 17,908,090.10 kwanzas' worth of equipment to Angola's peasants. 


Mechanize Agriculture 


As we said above, in the colonial era technology was concentrated in the larye agrarian 
enterprises, which possessed about 9,000 tractors. Meanwhile, the peasants were using 
primitive tools, and animal traction was limited to certain regions of the central 
plain. These two factors contributed greatly to the almost constant poverty of the 
Angolan peasants. 














The socialist option, determined by the MPLA-Labor Party and supported by all the 
people, particularly the workers and peasants, enabled the Ministry of Agriculture 
to launch an effective campaign against this state of affairs. 


We want to emphasize that the mechanization of agriculture is being carried out by 
developing the use of animal traction, gradually introducing motorized mechanization 
at the same time. Regarding animal traction, the Angolan authorities feel its 
development and proper use could contribute substantially to the total energy 
expended in the agricultural sector, because it enables the peasants to improve their 
working conditions,their production and productivity. Also, its use in itself con- 
stitutes a useful and necessary transitional stage between the traditional manual 
methods and motorized agriculture. In this context, in 1979 a new experiment with 
animal traction was initiated in Lunda Sul, Kwanza-Sul, Kwanza-Norte and Malanje 
provinces. In the last 2 years DINACA has distributed 1,171 young bulls for use as 
draft animals, collected by DINAPROPE in the pasturelands of Cunene and Mocamedes. 


At the same time, the Ministry of Agriculture made agricultural machinery parks 
available to Angola's peasants, creating training centers for skilled machine 
operators and mechanics. Last year, for example, DINACA distributed 225 tractors, 

47 moldboards and 40 harrows to the peasants. It should also be noted that motorized 
machanization is more significant in the state agricultural enterprises. 


Intensify Cadre Training 


As it must necessarily be, agricultural development is absolutely dependent on an 
intensification of training programs, study and popularization of scientific agri- 
cultural methods. The first program in this area was initiated in 1977,with the 
training of 55 instructors in coffee cultivation. 


Just 2 years later, the Ministry of Agriculture had nine training centers, capable 
of training 1,130 cadres a year for the state enterprises and 670 cadres to assist 
the agricultural cooperatives and peasant associations. Between 1977 and 1979 these 
centers trained 3,238 cadres in various specialties.

SOCIAL CONDITIONS BLAMED FOR POOR COFFEE HARVEST 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 18 Nov 81 pl 


[Text] The 1981 coffee harvest amounted to 21,501 tons of commercial coffee, re- 
presenting only 64 percent of the goals established in the initial plan, which 
envisioned the amount of 33,366 tons, the equivalent of 148,350 tons of coffee 
berries. 


According to ENCAFE [National Coffee Company], both the state and the private 
sectors did not reach the goals established for this sixth national coffee 
campaign. The state sector, which had been tasked with the production of 

20,677 tons of commercial coffee, only harvested 1?,020 tons. This production 
came from the principal coffee-producing areas of che country, namely the 
provinces of Kwanza-Sul, Uige and Kwanza-Norte, which harvested 3,928, 3,667 and 
3,118 tons respectively. The provinces of Bengo, Cabinda and Malanje contributed 
to the state sector with a total harvest of 1,307 tons of commercial coffee. 


According to the initial plan, the peasant, private and cooperative sectors were 
assigned the production of 12,689 tons of coffee. Meanwhile, results show that 
these sectors only reached a production of 9,481 tons. 


According to the report from the ENCAFE technical-production department, the 
inability to reach the goals established by the sixth national coffee campaign 

that opened on 1 June of this year, can be imputed to the inadequate social and 
material conditions prevailing among the workers. Let it be said, in passing, that 
this situation is repeated every year! 


Production plans are not implemented for this or the other reason. It seems that 
the time has come to act so that the same situation does not happen next year. 

It is impossible to live on expedients; otherwise, we believe that production plans 
are being tampered with. Once again, the lack of transportation means was felt 
during the course of this campaign! 


Obviously, we must also take into account the climatic factors which contributed 
as well to the non-implementation of production plans. The provinces of 
Kwanza-Sul, Bengo and part of @panza-Norte had to finish their harvest at the 
end of August, while the others prolonged it until the month of September. 


It should be recalled, meanwhile, that 1980 saw the highest production of coffee 
since independence; a total of 36,576 tons of coffee were harvested that year.

DETAILS OF NEWLY ADOPTED 5-YEAR PLAN REPORTED 
AB231354 Paris AFP in French 1143 GMT 23 Nov 81 


[Text] Yaounde, 23 Nov (AFP)--The fifth 5-year development plan of Cameroon 
(1981-86) was adopted by the National Assembly on Saturday in Yaounde during 
its plenary closing session. 


To achieve the goals of the fifth plan, the total amount of funds needed will 

be 2,300 billion CFA francs (FF 46 billion), the national daily, CAMEROON TRIBUNE 
reported on Monday. Of this sum, 23.7 percent will go to the rural sector, 

16.4 percent ot the secondary sector (production of consumer goods), 7.7 percent 
to the tertiary sector (commerce, services, etc), 15,8 percent to the social and 
educative sectors; 13.4 percent will be for town planning and administrative 
equipment, 21 percent for communication infrastructures and finally 1.9 percent 
for studies, research and erqguiries. 


Sixty percent of the fifth 5-year development plan will be financed by the public 
sector and 40 percent by the private sector owing to a beter distribution of private 
savings, CAMEROON TRIBUNE stressed. 


The plan should enable the Cameroonian economy to reach a real growth rate of 
7 percent a year with a gross national product of 1,800 billion CFA francs (FF 36 
billion). 


On the other hand, still according to CAMEROON TRIBUNE, it is expected that 

within the framework of this plan Cameroonian exports will cover more than 

100 percent of imports worth at ieast 600 billion CFA francs (FF 12 billion) 

of which 25 percent is for industrial production. In this context, the CAMEROON 
TRIBUNE went on to say, the improvement of the cost of living per inhabitant should 
be more than an average of 4.5 percent a year during the period of the plan. 


Finally, quoting the spokesman of the Finance Committee which drew up this plan 
the CAMEROON TRIBUNE emphasized that it constitutes the first operational stage 


of a large program aimed at encouraging the achievement of indigeneous develop- 
ment, of self-sufficiency and health for all in the year 2,000.

PAIG'C' ESTABLISHMENT, PEREIRA EXPULSION HOTLY PROTESTED 
Praia VOZ DI POVO in Portuguese 19 Nov 81 pp 1-2 


[Text] We can merely register the fact that a congress, be it ordinary or 
extraordinary, is being held in this or that part of the world; it is not up 
to us to proffer an opinion on underlying motives or on the resolutions and 
motions resulting from it. This belongs in the internal affairs of the 
country in which the congress is taking place. 


However, when a congress is held that approves a motion or motions related in 
either a respectful or disrespectful way to one or more leaders of our country, 
then it does become our business. That a political organization of a foreign 
country maintains or includes the name of our country in its designation 
constitutes a provocation liable to have serious repercussions. 


This is the case of the congress in Bissau. 

Some of the decisions made at this congress are related to our country, and we 
feel we must make our position clear to them. Not to do so would be to agree with 
the fatsification of historical facts and with political incoherence and 
irresponsibility. 

Bissau occupies a unique position in the world: its leading party usurps the 

name of a foreign country, specifically, ours. In addition to being bizarre, 

this is not a banal subject: it deserves serious analysis in order to discover 


all its implications and to detect probable hidden intentions. 


A series of arguments were presented to provide a basis for such an anomaly. 
In the documents of the congress, one can read, black on white: 


"The PAIGC was established on our national territory (Guinea-Bissau)..." 


"The armed struggle for liberation took place ou our national territory (Guinea- 
Bissau)..." 


"The majority of the militants, officials and leaders of the PAIGC are Guinea- 
Bissauan citizens..." 


What were or are the goals of the application of such "political criteria?" 
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It appears that in the view of the illustrious Guinean leaders, Cape Verde is--or 
should be--only a mere appendage of their country, without even the right to 

use its own name. They are perhaps convinced that the Cape Verdian people 

are a Guinean ethnic group and that the country called Cape Verde is only a 
fiction. 


Devotion to PAIGC is a characteristic of all those who loyally and with conviction 
served in the ranks of that prestigious party. This is a fact. But to attempt 
to resurrect a destroyed political body is something totally different. 


The attempt to preserve a Guinean PAIG"C" in the absence of Cape Verde is 
illegitimate, in addition to being a farce. We believe that Bissau is not 
learning the difference between a political party and a trading company with 
stock. The rule of the majority is applied in the latter. Indeed, the PAIGC 
is not the same as the NAGUICAVE [former Guinea-Bissau-Cape Verde shipping 
company }. 


The spokesman cf the Bissau congress announced to the press that the participants 
had decided to expel Aristides Pereira from the PAIG"C," as well as all those 

who participated in the establishment of the PAICV. One does not know to which 
PAIGC the congress participants and their spokesman were referring: to the 

former organization or the Guinean PAIG"C'"? If to the former, it no longer exists 
and no one can decide anything on its behalf. If to the latter, one is moved 

to ask: what right does a congress prepared by the CNG [Bissau National Council] 
have to decide the fate of Cape Verdian citizens, former militants of the PAIGC? 
Is this not an attempt to maintain the old PAIGC against the express will of 

Cape Verde? 


It appears that the congress took place under the sign of dualism: it is national 
when it suits the participants, and becomes bi-national when necessary. All 
means can serve to achieve the desired objectives. 


The congress decided to condemn the president of the Republic of Cape Verde and 
secretary general of the PAICV, the leading party in our country. In our view, 
besides being an aberration, this constitutes a provocation that cannot be 
ignored. What right does a Guinean congress of a Guinean political party have 
to condemn the president of our country? Once again, we are faced with the 
refusal of the Guinean "majority"” to accept the sovereign decision of the people 
of Cape Verde. 


Aren't the confusion reigning in the minds of the present Guinean leaders and 
their wish for hegemony quite clear? 


The name of our country is maintained in the designation of the party in power in 
Guinea-Bissau, the expulsion or proposed expulsion of Cape Verdian leaders and 
citizens is advocated. Does this all mean that other Cape Verdian citizens can 
belong to this same party? What is behind all this? 








The provocation and the hidden intentions are more than obvious. Can it be 
possible that Guinea-Bissau ignores the norms of international law on relations 
between independent and sovereign nations? Or does it think that it can turn 
the wishes of its militants and its criteria for expediency into the norms 

of international law? This is probably the case. Facts do not exist, and 
responsibilities even less. The determining factor is, indeed, the power of 
their will. 


To make the point perfectly clear: the establishment of the PAIGC was a freely 
undertaken political act by Guineans and Cape Verdians and can only continue 
through the express will of both parties. Any attempt at imposition by one or 
the other side constitutes an interference in internal affairs and is a 
manifestation of a desire for hegemony. The party in power in Guinea-Bissau 
has no right to "inherit" the PAIGC, because this is not a transfer operation 
and the name of our country cannot be usurped according to its good pleasure. 


The PAIGC no longer exists: the rest isalla farce!

PLANS DRAWN FOR NEEDED FUTURE INVESTMENTS

[Excerp s] "You have to go there to understand that not even the Sahel knows the 
intensity of our problems," Aristides Pereira, president of the Republic of Cape 
Verde, recently said. 


The country is an archipelago made up of ten islands and five smaller islands that 
are volcanic, mountainous and arid. The total area is 4,033 square kilometers, only 
10 percent of which is arable. Rainfall is irregular and it has not rained for 
years. The population that has emigrated (to the United States, Brazil and Senegal) 
totals over 400,000, while the resident population is only 300,000, which speaks 
eloquently about poverty on the islands. In 1979, the per capita GNP was put at 
$270 by the World Bank, 


Development Plans 


The Cape Verdian Government expects to increase individual income to $400 before the 
end of the decade. The objectives of the first national development plan (1980- 
1985) consist of increasing Cape Verde's share of the financing of the gross forma- 
tion of fixed capital to 20 percent and of achieving an export growth rate of 1/7 per- 
cent a year. In order to fight food scarcities, the long-term strategy (up to the 
year 2000) is aimed at giving priority to the development of agriculture, by expand- 
ing irrigated areas, for example, from 2,000 to 8,000 hectares and thereby creating 
90,000 jobs in the sector. 


The government believes that investments totaling $2 billion would be necessary 

up to the year 2000 in order to achieve the goals of the general development plan. 
At 1980 prices, the resources needed to finance the first national development plan 
and its extension until 1990 are as follows: gifts of $350 million (including 

$143 million for 1982-1985); foreign credits totaling $315 million (including 

$110 million for 1982-1985); domestic resources of $235 million (including $62 mil- 
lion for 1982-1985). In addition, $315 million (at current prices) will be needed 
to finance renewable expenditures during the entire 1982-1990 period. Some 

$265 million (at 1980 prices) are needed to cover the balance of payments deficit 
(including $70 million for 1985-1985).

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SITUATION SAID TO HAVE DETERIORATED FURTHER 
Paris LE MONDE in French 13 Nov 81 pp l, 3 
[Article by Ph. D.: "Deterioration in Chad"] 


[Text] On Thursday, 12 November, at a time when the work of the conference in Lagos 
of the seven ministers of foreign affairs of nations affected by the sending of an 
inter-African peace-keeping force to Ndjamena -- they are trying to speed up the 
sending of the force -- was to begin, we have learned that the military situation is 
seriously deteriorating in eastern Chad. 


Near the Sudanese border, violent fighting is reported to have been going on since 
Wednesday, pitting elements of the Northern Armed Forces (FAN) of Hissein Habre 
against those of the Revolutionary Democratic Council (CDR) of Chadian Minister of 
Foreign Affairs Ahmat Acyl, it is said in Ndjamena. The confrontations are report- 
edly occurring near the three towns of Iriba, Adre and Guereda, urban centers whose 
evacuation by Libyan soldiers "whose mission is completed" is confirmed by the 
Libyan press agency JANA. 


The resumption of fighting confirms the difficulties that will have to be faced by 
President Goukouni Oueddei once the Libyans have left. Consequently, eight days 
after Tripoli's decision to accede to the request formulated by the Chadian Govern- 
ment to withdraw its troops from the country, fighting between the faction of His- 
sein Habre and that of Ahmat Acyl's CDR could soon threaten the “security and terri- 
torial integrity" of Chad on which the Chadian request calling for the evacuation 

of Libyan forces is based. 


Nigeria, the host country, Kenya, which presides over the Organization of African 
Unity (OAU), Togo, Guinea, Senegal and Benin, which are to send contingents, were 
in principle to be represented in the Nigerian capital along with Gabon, which will 
contribute financial aid essentially. On the other hand, by Wednesday Nigerian 
authorities had not received confirmation of the arrival of the Zairian delegation. 
Kenyan Minister of Foreign Affairs Robert Ouko is to preside over che meeting, in 
which Edem Kodjo, secretary general of the OAU, who arrived in Lagos on Monday, 
will participate. 


Participants in the conference are to set the date for the deployment of the inter- 
African force, its final composition and various operational details and determine 
who will head it. 
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The candidates mentioned are Kenya, which now heads the OAU, and Nigeria, the main 
participant and leader of the operation. 


In Ndjamena itself, it was reported on Wednesday that the arrival of the inter- 
African force had been delayed because of the Libyan presence at the airport of the 
Chadian capital. Some 500 Zairian soldiers were expected, the same source states, 
arriving Sunday evening on two Transalls and one DC-8 of the French Army. Thirteen 
rooms had been reserved at two hotels in Ndjamena for the Zairian staff, effective 
on that date, it has been learned elsewhere. However, as cf Wednesday, the rooms 
were still unoccupied. 


For 48 hours, Libyan flights in and out of the Ndjamena airport have been increas- 
ingly frequent and take place day and night. For the first time, on Tuesday, seven 
Libyan planes (two Ilyuchin 76's, two Hercules C-130's and three DC-8's) loading 
military equipment were on the runway at the same time. In a statement to the 
press, the commander in chief of the Libyan Armed Forces in Ndjamena, Col Radwan 
Salah Radwan, said that the departure of the Libyans would be "final in 2 days." 


Col Radwan Salah Radwan stated that "in the first phase of evacuation," the Libyan 
equipment would go from Chad to S2bha, Libya, and to the Aouzou strip, located in 
the extreme north of Chadian territory. "That equipment will then be sent back to 
Libya for good," he said. Colonel Radwan refused to say, however, whether the 
Aouzou strip will be totally evacuated by Libyan forces. This desert strip along 
the Chadian-Libyan border, reputed to be rich in ore, belongs to Chad but is coveted 
and militarily occupied by Libyan for nearly 10 years. 


Following the withdrawal of Libyan troops, the European Economic Community plans to 
grant special aid to Chad and in Brussels, high officials of the members of the 
European Commission held their first meeting for the purpose on Tuesday, 10 Novem- 
ber, in the Belgian capital, before meeting next week to organize the sending of a 
study mission to Chad.

TEN PERCENT GROWTH OF GNP PLANNED FOR END OF DECADE 
Paris EUROPE OUTREMER in French No 618, Jul 81 pp 34-35 


[Excerpts] Guinea, located on the Atlantic coast, is made up of a flat coastal 
plain that rises abruptly to the Fouta Djailon heights, where three major rivers 
have their source: the Gambia, the Niger and the Senegal. Its land resources, 
climate and hydrography give it a high potential for agricultural development, 
particularly possibilities of irrigated farming, and it has 130,000 square kilo- 
meters of natural forests that could be worked more rationally. The GNP in 1979 
was $270 per person. 


The agricultural sector, which employs some 8 percent of the population, has not 
progressed since independence. 


The mining sector is the most dynamic area of the Guinean economy, bringing in 
some 75 percent of Guinea's foreign exchanges receipts. 


Guinea's trade has been satisfactory in recent years and its exports amounted to 
$280 million in 1979, while its imports totaled $190 million. Its main trading 
partners are the EEC and the United States, accounting for over half of the total. 
Cameroon, which turns Guinean alumina into aluminum, is the most important African 
trading partner. 


The absence of a satisfactory transport system has hindered the country's develop- 
ment. The single-track, l-meter-gauge railroad linking Conakry to Kankan (663 kilo- 
meters), built between 1900 and 1914, is in poor conuition and cannot bear heavy 
traffic. Out of 28,400 kilometers of roads, only some 520 are paved. Conakry has 

a natural deep-water port. Another deep-water port has been set up at Kansar for 
mining traffic. 


Development Plans 


For the 1981-1990 period, Guinea's goal is to attain an annual growth rate of some 
10 percent by the end of the decade. The first five years would be devoted to the 
completion of a preinvestment program based on the establishment of institutions 

and development method, as well as on strengthening of the planning system. During 
the second half of the decade, the GNP growth rate would be increased from 5 to 

10 percent. Throughout this decade, the public sector will have to invest $3.4 bil- 
lion, considering the project for construction of the Konkoure Dam. 
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Among the structural changes, it is expected that growth of the agricultural sector 
will be about 7 percent by the end of the decade, the mining sector will be more 
closely associated with other sectors, so as to serve as a catalyst for overall 
economic development, bonds between agriculture and industry will be developed 

and measures will be taken to strengthen the complementary nature of the country 
with its neighbors through development of road and rail communication. Thanks to 
these measures, the government expects a surplus in the balance of payments by 
1985. Because of the gravity of the problem involving Guinea's indebtedness 

(the amount is 96.8 percent of the GNP), the government has asked for the cancella- 
tion, or at least the restructuring, of the country's foreign debt.

AGRICULTURE SEEN AS MAINSTAY OF DEVELOPMENT STRATEGY 
Paris EUROPE OUTREMER in French No 618, Jul 81 p 35 


[Text] Guinea-Bissau is a small country with an area of 36,125 square kilometers. 
It includes the tiny islands of the Bissagos Archipelago. The tides periodically 
cover nearly 10 percent of the territory and a large part of the coast is made up 
of swamps. The climate is hot and humid, 


In 1979, the GNP was an estimated $170 per person, but $100 in the back country 
where 81 percent of the population lives. The agricultural sector is predominant 
and over 80 percent of the population is involved in subsistence agriculture, for 
nearly the entire area of the country can be cultivated. The food industry, brew- 
eries and building are the main industrial activities. The existence of oil de- 
posits off the coast and of bauxite has been established, but their exploration has 
not yet been undertaken. The country has considerable hydroelectric potential that 
is scarcely utilized. Commercial trade is extremely unbalanced and imports are 
traditionally higher than exports. Export receipts covered only 23 percent of 

all imports in 1979. The main exports are palm cabbages, peanuts, hides and 
leathers and lumber. The main imports are rice, textiles and oil products. Portu- 
gal is by far Guinea-Bissau's most important trading partner. 


Development Plans 


Guinea-Bissau's development strategy gives agriculture and main role and that of 

a stimulus to industry. This strategy is mainly aimed at granting priority to 
investments in the rural sector, increasing the amount of resources allocated to 
provinces rather than to the capital, using the production potential to the maximum 
extent rather than making new investments, and rationalizing imports and the domes- 
tic distribution system in order to ensure satisfactory supplies for the population. 


The government has stated that the country's economic and financial situation is 
extremely vulnerable and economic dependency on other countries is very marked, 
whether it be a question of food, technology, commerce or finances, and these diffi- 
culties are joined by inadequate administration of development. Short-term emer-— 
gency aid is needed to permit the implementation of an economic stabilization plan 
aimed at relieving the most serious current difficulties, particularly the financing 
of payments for commercial debts, restoring the minimum foreign exchange reserve 

for at least two months of imports and financing service on the public debt for 
1981. In addition to emergency aid, which totaled $34 million in 1981, the govern- 
ment believes that medium-term aid is indispensable to execution of the development 
program: some $437 million for the 1982-1985 period.

ROOTS, CREATION OF RESISTANCE MOVEMENT ANALYZED 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 2 Oct 81 p 8

[Text] How is the activity of the counterrevolutionary armed bands such as the self- 
scyled "National Resistance Movement" linked to the general strategy of destabilization 
drawn up by South Africa in this regign of the continent? 


The links between the "MNR" and Pretoria are nothing new. However, they underwent a 
certain intensification after the election victory of ZANU in Zimbabwe, the original 
Sanctuary of the "MNR." 


Former Rhodesian security officials claim responsibility for the creation of the 
"resistance"--brought into actual being with the cooperation of "desperate Septembrists" 
recruited in South Africa, Rhodesia and Portugal, members of the special intervention 
troops of the colonial army, of the repressive paramilitary groups, of the fascist 
political police, of deserters of FRELIMO and the People's Liberation Forces of 
Mozambique (FPLM). 


Rhodesian “intelligence” advised by Pretoria formed that operational pressure group 
with the aim of persuading the Mozambican Government to moderate its support for the 
nationalist struggle of Zimbabwe, which gained new impetus in 1976. The new client 
organizations, guided by the vigor of the ever-more daring operations of the ANC, are 
proceeding in the same manner. 


In 1979, the activity of these groups made itself felt in the provinces of Manica, 
Sofala, Tete and Zambezia. Here the support came from Malawi where the degree of 

influence of one of the key personalities of the "Resistance dossier" is however, 

namely, Portuguese industrialist Jorge Jardim, currently established in Gabon. 


With the signing of ie ancaster House agreements, the "MNR" ran the risk of being 
left without a patrca. che British authorities themselves charged with the transition 
process exerted pressures on the Rhodesian apparatus to dismantle "Operation MNR," 
including the programming of the "Voice of Free Africa," put on the air from radio 
stations installed in Gwelo, Fort Victoria and Untali. 
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The British insist that it is not any movement of an autonomist nature, as the Rhodesians 
try to label the operation. 


In this regard, today we know details connected with the attack on the fuel depots in 
the vicinity of Beira, This action, which at the time had been claimed by the MNR, 
was Carried out by mercenary commandoes under Rhodesian command as a reprisal against 
the nationalist attack against the Salisbury reservoir. The guide of the operation, 
a Mozambican, was coldly felled near the site of the operation wearing a military 
uniform profusely decorated with insignias of the "MNR." 


In the beginning of 1980, contacts were quickly initiated with South African quarters 
with a view to adapting to the new circumstance created. At that time, South Africa 
received a migratory contingent of not very wholesame references--"Selous Scouts," 

the aides of Muzorewa and a veritable spectrum of nationalities, encompassing mer- 
cenary "manpower" temporarily unemployed. It was from these units that war plans 
fermented and are fermenting. They represent the indispensable ballast to alternatives 
of power in Zimbabwe that do not bear the name of Mugabe. From this midst also come 
instructors and new members for the ranks of the "MNR," as countless statements by 
bandits captured by the FPLM prove. 


On the operational level, the MNR mercenary groups play the role assigned by the 

racist military strategy against the People's Republic of Mozambique (RPM) (it is not 
Strange that attacks against power sources in the RAS coincide with the sabotage of 
electric stations and high tension lines in the center of Mozambique). This activity 

is connected with the effort to arouse feelings outside the continent, involving actions 
among conservative circles and those yearning for the old days in Lisbon, Madrid, 

Paris and London, where personalities such as Orlando Cristina, Evo Fernandes or even 
Domingos Arouca are most prominent. 


The "Voice of Quizumba" has again come on the air, this time from the Transvaal, the 
province bordering cn Mozambique and Zimbabwe, where the main rebel bases are located. 
A cordon sanitaire of South African forces served by new support airports separates 
the camps from the borders. 


Transport planes and helicopters supply the logistic support necessary for the actions 

in the interior of Mozambican territory. And we should mention south Zimbabwe, including 
the area of Chipinga and Melsetter, as a transit corridor for South African acti- 

vities against Mozambique. That fact certainly comstitutes a point of discussion 

between the security authorities of Mozambique and Zimbabwe in the regular consul- 
tations they hold. The brigade being formed in Zimbabwe, with aid of Korean military 
instructors may represent a strong element of dissuasion against the adventures of 

South Africa and the forces it manipulates. 


According to Defense Ministry sources, the purpose of the cleaning-up operations that 
are currently underway in Mossurize is to eliminate the groups hidden in the most 


mountainous area in the region. 


In time of crisis, the main target of the "MNR's" armed members is the people, who 
suffer reprisals because of their refusal to collaborate. 
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Namely, people forcibl, removed from their housing areas and led to more remote 
areas where they have to furnish food. People who hold political and administrative 
duties and their families are sometimes killed as “communist agents," or have their 
sexual organs, ears and lips mutilated. 


Prior to "Operation Leopardo" which culminated last year with the destruction of the 
main base in the mountains of Sitatonga, the groups with the largest area of mobility 
used to launch operations against people's stores, farm cooperatives, state and 
cooperative plantations, administrative posts and political headquarters, trains and 
cargo vehicles on the main highways linking the southern provinces to the center and 
northern part of the country. A type of activity that characterized the first phase 
of the attacks was the actions against reeducation centers in the central area of 
Manica and Sofala from where potential recruits for the "MNR" were drawn out. 


The majority of the persons captured last year during the big military operations in 
Manica were youths kidnaped from among the population and objectively used as "“cannon- 
fodder." The weapon used, similar to models of the Mozambican Army, confirms reports 
by a reliable Portuguese weekly revealing the existence of an internatiqmal ring of 
traffickers in arms bound for South Africa. Furthermore, John Stockwell, former 
employee of the American espionage service and author of the book, "The CIA Against 
Ang»xla," explains the procedures for the acquisition of "communist arms" from Israel 
to equip the FNLA and UNITA without unnecessary compramise. 


FPLM--Teaching in the Tradition 


According to Mozambican military sources, in this year's operations, it has been 
sought to give great emphasis to aspects that are not predominantly combative. 
Prominent in this effort is the coordination and support of the population of the 
regions involved in the operations and their settlement in stable: community centers. 
The weekly TEMPO, which has highlighted that particular aspect ir its recent editions, 
refers to the efforts made to reorganize production, the supply of drinking water and 
the extension of the marketing network to the most isolated areas. 


Persons in charge involved in the operations are optimistic about: the results to be 
gained. Nevertheless, without bravado, new confrontations are heing prepared, since 


the key to the problem is called South Africa. 


And this enemy is tough although not invincible.

GROUNDED SHIP'S '‘'IRRECOVERABLE' CARGO SALVAGED 
People's Initiative 

Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 20 Oct 81 p 3

[Text] A large part of the hundreds of tons of cargo carried by the grounded ship 
"Castle Glory"--cargo that had been considered by maritime authorities as technically 
impossible to recover--is being taken out of the ship by the people who live near the 
place, for their own benefit and counting literally on their own forces. 


In this trip we made to Chinde in Zambezia Province, we contacted the people who are 
engaged in this practical operation of popular initiative. 


Living on the banks of the tributaries of the Zambeze, completely covered by the waters 
when the rive. floods, the environment of these people who have been here for years 
could almost be called aquatic. 


Their daily activities are mainly fishing, hunting, and agriculture (rice and 
manioc growing) beyond the groves of palm trees lining the banks, which supply them 
with large quantities of coconuts for food. 


By Boat or on Foot 


One of the local inhabitants told us that to remove the products from the ship, they 
normally organize "fleets" comprised of scores of boats with a capacity for "five 
persons, not counting the cargo.” 


In a veritably adventurous manner, utilizing their long experience, they sometimes 

encounter huge waves in the sea either going to or returning from the ship. Other 

times, however, "when the tide is out, we walk 200 or 300 meters on foot in the sea 
area until we reach the ship," they informed us. 


Once inside the ship, the holds of which are flooded, they dive and little by little 


take out everything they find there, from a car headlight to huge crates containing 
construction material. 
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Thus, if one walks around the villages on the banks, one can see inside the houses 
enormous quantities of lamps, tires, cans of shoe polish, and children playing with 
balls. 


In conversations with persons connected with the maritime administration of Chinde, 
we were informed that at the present time it is almost impossible to exercise any 
kind of control to prevent materials that can still be used in industry and other 
sectors from being removed. 


That attitude is due in part to the fact that the people are a Jittle aggressive, 
justified as being the product of their effort, which in same way is understandable. 
However, we are studying ways of resolving this problem, concluded one of the persons 
in charge of that maritime administration. 


At the time it ran aground, the "Castle Glory" was carrying on board about 2,400 tons 
of general cargo, including 1,298 tons of sugar, vehicles, and miscellaneous machinery 
valued at hundreds of contos. 


The population is removing from the ship cargo considered lost. 


Among the goods removed, with boats made from tree trunks, are large quantities of 
shoe polish, milk, lamps, beverages, balls, textiles, tires, watches, and various 
materials for construction and industry, including electrical material. 


According to information obtained from the Chinde maritime administration, which had 
also been published by the news media, a few days after the "Castle Glory” ran aground, 
various studies and plans were prepared in an attempt to save a minimum amount of the 
cargo carried by that ship. It isknown that that study also admitted the possibility 
of refloating the ship. 


owever, that action which engaged the activity of national organs connected with mer- 
chant marine for about a month was fruitless because the conclusion was reached that 
there was not even any possibility of saving the cargo, much less the ship. 





With the "Castle" abandoned, already lost and left to the fate of the ocean waves, 
the people in turn made practical attempts to remove what they could from there for 
their own benefit, without caring about the use which certain materials might have 
for them. 


Lacking any modern means, either launches, winches or other material indispensable 
for such a risky operation, but simply using palm tree trunks and human effort, 
since August they removed and are removing that cargo that was "impossible to save" 
from inside the ship. 


That is perhaps the most significant lesson to draw from this matter which should 
serve to alert those who many times underestimate the technique, disdain the strength, 
the will and the initiative of the people, which as can be seen, are not slogans but 

a concrete reality. 
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Incidents With Police

[Text] The case of the "Castle Glory" raises fundamental questions that are very 
clcse to us in all sectors. 


Once the ship ran aground, carrying goods and products necessary for marketing and 
for supplying production units, the appropriate authorities went to the site. 


Discussions, analyses reports and studies were made to try to save both the ship 
and the cargo it carried. 


In the meantime, the population on the river banks near the site of the grounding 
was forgotten and curiously watched all these comings and goings. 


With the passage of time, seeing within their reach of their boats or even their 
steps, when the tide was ovt, all that material that is precious to somebody like 
they who live under marginal and rudimentary conditions, the people tried to reach 
the ship. 


At the time of those first attempts, since the studies, analyses and discussions were 
still underway, the order to have the "Castle Glory" guarded by the police was 
resorted to. 


Puzzled and angered by the incongruence of seeing armed people preventing them from 
taking things that were going to ruin, there were times when the people threatened the 
police with arrows and improvised spears. 


Finally, after the studies were concluded, their object--the ship and cargo--were 
given up as lost. 


The police were removed and the people began to remove everything they could get their 
hands on. 


In a little while, the appearance of the hamlets on the banks was transformed. One 
could see everyching from doors of Land Rovers to electric or oil lamps decorating 
the houses together with other products of greater local utility. 


It was then, once again--the first time had been when the police were used--that it 
was "discovered" that there were people there "who were stealing." 


Then it was tried to take those objects away from the people. A new contradiction; 
the appropriate authorities “are faced with a new situation:" the people do not want 
to give them up. 


The problem that presents itself in fact is that when "the problem presented itself" 
originally, all that was thought about was machines, sophisticated technical methods, 
specialists, economic and financial feasibility studies. 

From beginning to end, those people so close there were disregarded, ignored considered 


just a part of the landscape. 
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No one even thought of meeting with them and explaining the situation to them, 
mobilizing them to recover the cargo, encouraging them to work voluntarily not for 
their own benefit but for the benefit of all the population of which they are a part. 


They looked skyward looking for the feasibility of the ultramodern helicopter. It 

was considered that that would be more expensive than the cargo itself. In the 
meantime, the boats were going down the river recovering so much from the "impossible:" 
tire by tire, screw by screw, part by part. 


The people were noticed only through the objects that those people were showing up 
with in the hamlets. 


In the revolution, we in fact depend on man at all times. 


In that other religion which is technocracy, they pray to the powerful and sophis- 
ticated machines without taking account of the fact that it was men who built them. 


Without taking into account, in many cases, the fact that their introduction is made 
in a social context--made up of people--and that if that introduction harms the 
people, we must rethink it. 


From the "Castle Glory" to so many other small and large "technically impossible" 
problems, we can imagine the unnecessary harm that occurs because of not taking the 
people into account. 


From the "Castle Glory" to so many others, technocratic manifestations here and 

there, known or covered up, telephoned or whispered about, it is in fact the ideological 
class struggle, the struggle between the bourgeois concepts and the popular concepts 
that form the backbone of this revolution.

OBJECTIVES OF CENSUS OF COMMERCIAL NETWORK 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 23 Oct 81 p 10 


[Text] One of the principal objectives of the census of the commercial network that 
will begin next Monday is to regulate the licensing of commercial activity in the 
country. 


Organized by the Ministry of Domestic Trace (MCI), this survey will last until l 
November. The census will be implemented by the filling in of an appropriate form by 
all retail and wholesale merchants. 


The survey encompasses the whole commercial network under the supervision of the MCI, 
including state and cooperative enterprises. Excepted are official establishments 
that are exclusively engaged in'‘small repairs. 


The national director of commercial practice of the MCI announced that this census is 
being undertaker Lecause a process of reorganization of the commercial sector is 
Currently underway. 


This survey will make it possible later to license all commercial establishments 
according to the private trade law and to adjust the effort needed to be expended in 
the commercial area in order that it may fulfill its proper social function. 


As that MCI official mentioned, at the present time, the amount of the basic funds in 
the commercial area are not known. A survey of all the existing equipment and 
infrastructure have not yet been made, which makes it difficult to know what the 
investment needs are in this sector. 


This situation leads to the investments that are made being only for the replacement 
of equipment to equip the establishment, which does not respond to the needs of the 
sector because the basic funds are not known. 


The survey also aims at updating the commercial register because no survey of com- 
mercial activity has been made for over 10 years. 


"There were two historic moments in the country that aggravated the outdatedness of 
the commercial register. The first was the flight of a large part of the businessmen 
who lived in Mozambique. That situatiom forced the establishments to pass into the 
hands of other proprietors and this process was not properly conducted," added the 
national director of commercial practice. 
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The second moment, according to that official, was that of the transfer of the former 
people's stores into private stores. These two situations consequently made it 
imperative to organize the commercial register with a view to improving the supply 
service to the people. 


The issuance of new licenses is also intended to make possible the restructuring of 
trade, particularly in urban areas, moving toward its specialization. This action 
is going to eliminate the situation that exists at the present time when the same 
establishment intended for a certain type of trade is engaged in the sale of the 
most varied articles. 


At the same time, this process of reorganization of the commercial network will make 
it possible to improve the fight against clandestine trade. 


It is also anticipated that commercial activities that do not take part in the census 
will be subject to severe penalties.

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JOINT COMMUNIQUE WITH CZECHOSLOVAKIA PUBLISHED

[Text] Following is the full text of the Mozambican-Czecho- 


slovak Joint Communique signed in Prague on 23 October, to 
which we referred in our edition of Saturday, 24 October. 





At the invitation of Gustav Husak, secretary general of the Central Committee of 
the Czechoslovak Communist Party [CPCZ] and president of the Socialist Republic of 
Czechoslovakia [CSSR], Samora Moises Machel, president of the FRELIMO Party and of 
the People's Republic of Mozambique [RPM], paid an official visit of friendship to 
the CSSR from 19 to 23 October 1981. 


During his visit, President Machel placed a wreath on the monument to the Unknown 
Soldier in Vitkou and at the tomb of Klement Gotwald, first worker president of the 
CSSR. 


During their stay in Czechoslovakia, the Mozambican delegates went to Prague, 
Bratislava and Kosice. They visited several industrial and agricultural enterprises, 
where they were cordially received and met with the workers. 


The discussions between the two chiefs of state took place in an atmosphere of 
friendship and mutual understanding. Participating in the discussions, representing 
Mozambique, were:

Vaclav Brezak, ambassador extraordinary and plenipotentiary of the CSSR to the RPM. 


Comrade Gustav Husak reported to Comrade Samora Moises Machel on the conclusions of 
the 16th CPCZ Congress and explained in detail the major tasks and the results | 
achieved in implementing these conclusions in the respective sectors, including 
that of foreign policy. 


President Samora Machel congratulated Gustav Husak on the achievements of the 
Czechoslovak people, under the correct leadership of the CPCZ, in building an ad- 
vanced socialist society. He stressed the significance of the conclusions of the 
16th CPCZ Congress and its contribution to the development and strengthening of 
the entire socialist community.

Regarding bilateral relations between the CSSR and the RPM, both sides stressed the 
importance of strengthening relations between the CPCZ and the FRELIMO Party, based 
on the principles of Marxism-Leninism and proletarian internationalism. In this 
regard, they noted that a secure basis for further development of these relations

Both parties noted with satisfaction that relations between the CSSR and the RPM 
are developing in the interest of the peoples of both countries and of the cause of 
socialism and peace. ‘They further noted that there had been a development and in- 
tensification of political relations between the two countries, particularly be- 
tween various social and mass organizations. At the same time, the two leaders 
analyzed in detail every means of intensifying and broadening relations in all 
sectors, particularly economic, commercial and technical-scientific sectors. 


The following documents were signed during the visit: a declaration of relations 
of friendship and cooperation between the RPM and the CSSR and a protocol on eco- 
nomic cooperation. 


The two leaders reviewed the current international situation and noted with satis- 
faction their similar views on the most pressing international problems. 


Both parties expressed their common interest in safeguarding peace and in eliminat- 
ing the danger of nuclear war. They noted that this is one of the most pressing 
problems of our time, and expressed concern for the tangled state of world affairs, 
provoked by the imperialists’ attempts to solve their own crisis through an intensi- 
fication of the arms race, militarization and aggravation of international tension. 


Both parties condemned the interference of U.S. imperialism in the internal affairs 
of other states, and categorically rejected all U.S. attempts to arbitrarily de- 
clare various regions of the world to be zones of vital interest, in order to in- 
pose its neocolonialist domination in these regions. 


The RPM and the CSSR expressed their full support for all initiatives leading to 
the consolidation of peace, to the development of the disarmament process and the 
cessation of the arms race. 


The two parties stated that the use of nuclear weapons constitutes one of the most 
serious crimes against humanity, and they support initiatives to draft a convention 
prohibiting the placement of any type of weapon in outer space. 


Both parties vehemently condemned the U.S. intention to produce neutron bombs as 

a new inszrument of mass annihilation and favored the immediate drafting and sign- 
ing of a universal agreement banning production, stockpiling and use of weapons of 
this type. 
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The RPM and the CSSR declared their support for limitation and abolition of the 
arms race. In this regard, they reiterated their full support for the UN declara- 
tion on international cooperation to achieve the disarmament goals and for measures 
to implement the declaration. 


Analyzing the current situation in Europe, the two parties reiterated the need for 
specific and positive results from the Madrid Conference, and noted that the de- 
cision to convene a conference on demilitarization and disarmament constitutes a 
major contribution to the process of general pacification and stronger cooperation 
among all the states of continental Europe. 


Both parties categorically condemned the NATO decision to deploy new U.S. medium- 
range missiles in some Western European states, declaring that this position repre- 
sents a serious threat to all European states and to peace in Europe and throughout 
the world. They reiterated the urgent need to find a solution to this pressing 
problem through negotiation. 


The two parties condemned the aggressive activities of imperialist circles and the 
intensification of the U.S. military presence in the Indian Ocean, the Persian 
Gulf and the region of the Red Sea. They expressed their support for efforts to 
call an international conference on the conversion of the Indian Ocean into a 
denuclearized zone of peace. 


Analyzing the situation in southern Africa, the two parties observed with concern 
the heightened tension in the region as a result of the aggressive and belligerent 
policy practiced by the racist minority Pretoria regime. 


Two two leaders hailed the achievements of the Namibian people in the struggle 
against the colonial and racist occupation of their country, and reiterated their 
firm support for SWAPO, the sole legitimate representative of the Namibian people. 
In this regard, they vigorously condemned the imperialist maneuvers to impose a 
neocolonialist solution to the Namibian problen. 


Regarding South Africa, the two parties reaffirmed their support for and militant 
solidarity with the just struggle of the South African people, led by the ANC, their 
sole legitimate representative. They condemned the repressive acts of the racist 
Pretorian authorities against the South African people and denounced the policy 

of the Bantustanization of South Africa. 


The two leaders also strongly condemned racist South Africa's attacks against 
neighboring countries, particularly against the People's Republic of Angola. 


They expressed their support for the UN resolution regarding the settlement of the 
Western Saharan question, based on recognition of the right of the people of this 
territory to self-detemination. 


Both countries noted with pleasure the significant role played by the OAU and the 
Movement of Nonaligned Countries in current international relations, in the strug- 
gle for peace, against imperialism, colonialism, neocolonialism, racism, apartheid 
and Zionism, and in the consolidation of the independence of the recently liberated 
countries. They stressed the need to strengthen and unite the world's anti-in- 


perialist front. 
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Regarding the situation in the Middle East, the two parties expressed serious con- 
cern a’: the intensification of the aggressive policy practiced by the imperialists 
through the Zionist regime of Israel. 


They reiterated that a peaceful solution to the Middle East problem and the Palestine 
question can only be achieved with Israel's total withdrawal from occupied Arab 
territories and recognition of the inalienable rights of the Arab peoples of Pales- 
tine, including the right to form their own state. 


The two delegations reaffirmed their solidarity with the people of the Democratic 
Republic of Afghanistan in their struggle to defend their independence and sovereignty 
and to consolidate their revolutionary conquests, and condemned the attempts of 

world imperialism to interfere in the internal affairs of that country. 


The two parties expressed their full support for the constructive efforts of the 
Socialist Republic of Vietnam, the People's Republic of Campuchea and the Demo- 
cratic Republic of Laos to achieve peace and stability in southeast Asia. 


The two leaders expressed their support for the National Liberation Movement in 
Central America and the Caribbean. They condemned the U.S. attempts to use threats, 
blackmail and terror to thwart development of the revolution in Cuba, Nicaragua 

and Grenada and to violently repress the struggle of the Salvadoran people. 


Examining the major issues of the current era, the two parties stressed the in- 
portance of the United Nations in reducing world tension. They favored reorgani- 
zation of the present international economic order, based on democratic principles, 
in which equality, mutually advantageous cooperation and the sovereignty of states 
and nations over their own natural resources are respected and manifestations of 
multilateral or bilateral discrimination are eliminated.

BEIRA INSTABILITY, UNREST MUST BE OVERCOME

[Text] To restore calm and security in the City of Beira is, 
so to speak, the thorny task among many that we are all called 
upon to undertake. 


This observation, which is not new, has resulted from the extremely delicate situa- 
tion which the executive power of the state touched upon in a meeting at a certain 
moment in our country and with special acuteness in Beira. 


Today it is urgent to rectify the situation by going to its most profound causes 

so that calm, beauty and public security may return to Beira, as was declared in the 
public meeting of last Saturday. This is a difficult task because it demands an 
objective clarity in its analysis and treatment. Because not all the elements of 
the FDS [Forces of Defense and Security] are, or could be, at the origin of the dis- 
orders whose relfections are still noted today inBeira. 





Because the exercise of the power of the state is performed over a society whose 
elements are persons, its activity has an extent which is as big as society itself. 


According to the same line of reasoning, good or bad exercise of power is also re- 
flected in the same proportion although it may be practiced only by a haudful of 


individuals. 


The reflections of social instability which were beaten down violently in Beira are 
still visible. The crowd present at the public meeting last Saturday was in a 
certain way illustrative of that recent past. 


That crowd, whose numbers did not exceed 5,000 persons, was finally the confirmation 
of the separation which up to a short time ago existed between the structures of 
the state power and the people. 


For the same reason, the unleashing of the offensive in the midst of the various 
constitutes a positive recognition of errors committed. 


At night, there are very few people who go to the cinema and even fewer who walk 
through the City of Beira after 1900 hours. 
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In the public transport and stores, there are many details and little situations 
which even today illustrate the dimension and depth of some of the attacks against 
the constitution of the republic committed by some elements of the state structures. 


The positive recognition by the directorate of the party and of the state of the 
offenses committed, as well as the drawing up of measures to combat them constitute 
the necessary courage to advance and grow. 


The message read at the meeting by an EDS representative to make more profound the 
offensive to restore the respect broken by a few infiltrators was the pledge before 
the people to join the combat which now is being waged. 


In the same way, the messages of the production councils and the neighborhood 
councils of the City of Beira reafirmed their necessary support in the urgent task 
of making Beira a beautiful and attractive city once again. 


As one of the instruments for the realization of some immediate measures, the Joint 
Command of the Palmeiras neighborhood is already functioning. All the complaints or 
proofs of attacks against the fundamental law of the country, related to elements 

of the FDS, should be reported to the Joint Command.

COASTAL PORT SURVEYS WILL INCREASE ACTIVITY 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 27 Oct 81 p 1 


[Text] Most of the coastal traffic ports along the coast of Mozambique are being 
made more operational than ever. 


Hydrographic survey operations are taking place at this moment in the access chan- 
nels to the ports of Maputo and Beira and in the mouth of the Zambezi which gives 
access to the port of Quilimane. These cperations have the goal of assuring better 
navigation along the entire national maritime coast. They are being carried out 

by specialists in this profession under the coordination of the directorate of 
hydrographic services. 


The survey consists of reconnoitering the entire system of signaling (buoying), 
including the maintenance of access depths to the ports. 


The access channel to the port of Quilimane, whose navigation was considered diffi- 
cult and risky due to its silting up, is now completely operational. 


The hydrography and dredging operations now in progress in the access channels to 
the port of Beira are directly related to their increased capacity in terms of 
admitting ships of greater draft. 


Relative to the port of the country's capital, the hydrography and dredging opera- 
tions have already been finished in the Matola and Catembe channels. 


At this moment, technicians from the directorate of hydrography of the National 
Directorate of Maritime and River Transports are working on the Polana channel. 
Later, identical work will be done on the Xefina channel. 


After the construction now in progress at the mouth of the Zambezi, the hydro- 
graphy team will continue to the ports of Pebane and Macuse and later on to other 
ports farther to the north where access to the navigable channels is said to be 
difficult due to their silting up. 


At this moment most of the principal coastal traffic ports along the coast are 
operational. This is due to the maintenance work on their respective access chan- 
nels which has now been carried out with a certain regularity for 2 years along 
this part of the coast. 
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Upon completion of the survey operations along the coast a program will be drawn up 
for replacing all the marker buoys whose functioning appears to be deficient for 
navigation. 


It must be remembered that in the sequence of these operations of hydrographic sur- 
vey along the coast that it has been possible to reopen a few of the coastal traffic 
ports which until recently were closed to navigation. The rehabilitation of the 
port of Inhambane and other ports along the coast which up to at least 2 years ago 
were closed prove the importance of hydrography and of the dredging now being done.

LONG DELAYS FROM INDICTMENT TO TRIAL LAMENTED

[Text] Many of us would like to have our own penal code, a broad spectrum of laws 

which would govern every type of situation, defending the citizen and society, pun- 
ishing--with just measures in each case--the crime or offense against justice. We 

would like to have a judicial apparatus with a sufficient number of qualified peo- 

ple, politically and technically well-trained. 


In any case, could it be the lack of such laws, of sufficient qualified people, 
which has resulted in offenses against legality and merited the necessary and urgent 
attention of the Supreme Party Directorate, gdéwéfig rise to the present cffensive 
against I -wlessness prevalent in the country% 

a 
In this brief article, I wish to mention only one specific aspect of our justice 
system, that relating to the case of prisoners. Until at least a short time ago, 
we had more prisoners in the Maputo Central Prison awaiting sentencing “han those 
already serving their sentences, which would be more logical and correct. 


For example, a citizen is arrested upon suspicion of having committed a crime. His 
testimony is heard by the PIC [Criminak Investigation Police]. 


The trial begins in court. Here we have a new problem. Much time passes between 
the beginning of the trial and the time it is put into the hands of the deputy. 
Too much time, so that the trial itself gets lost in an abundance of red tape. 


The amount of time spent by the arrested person in jail is dependent upon the speed 

with which the trial is categorized as to criminal involvement and as to whether the 
accused should be held in custody as a precautionary measure of released on bail to 

await trial. 


This is why many persons are arrested merely on suspicion or, having taken part in 
crimes of little consequence, end up remaining in prison months or even years await- 


ing trial. 


We also have the case of official defenders who are not able to take prior steps 
to gather enough facts for a correct defense. At times they do not learn about the 
case they will be defending until the start or che trial. 
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We must break with this and other situations of a similar nature, for, if we do 

not eliminate such work methods, we shall be opening doors to the enemies of the 
revolution and, consciously or unconsciously, serving those same enemies. We 

would be particularly going against the fundamental law of the country--the people's 
conquests.

EFFORTS UNDERTAKEN TO IMPROVE MEAT SUPPLY

[Text] The biggest cattle-marketing campaign conducted up to now in the family 
sector will be launched in Gaza Province next week. Five brigades of the State 
Cattle and Fur Marketing Firm (GAPECOM) will take part in this campaign, and they 
expect to put on more than 54 fairs by the end of November. This effort is aimed at 
guaranteeing a supply of fresh meat to urban centers located in the country's 
southern area. 


Sources connected with the program, the first of this type to be carried out since 
the firm's creation, told our newspaper yesterday that some workers and certain 
equipment to be used are already in that area. These people and their equipment 
are to be increased to make the campaign called "Offensive for the Recovery of the 
Plan" a success. | 


All the cattle-marketing brigades which were operating in Maputo Province are now 
in Gaza, since the Maputo markets are completely shut down due to an outbreak of 
aphthous fever. It will be remembered that this epidemic outbreak is considered 
the main reason for the drop in the supply of fresh meat to Maputo, as we mentioned 
in previous editions. 


"We are convinced that we shall reach our objectives inasmuch as the first indica- 
tions received are very good. Naturally, there may be a few problems relating to 
the transportation of cattle, since our fleet is small; but we have contacted vari- 
ous entities, particularly the CFM-Sul [Southern Mozambique Railroad], and we be- 
lieve they realize the importance of the program," a member of GAPECOM, connected 
with this sector, said yesterday in Maputo. 


According to the same source of information, as of yesterday, about 1,500 head of 
cattle had been marketed in Gazam and there are hopes of marketing more with the 
resources now available in that province. Although part of the purchasing plan of 
the fourth quarter, this figure is outside of the additional program previously 
mentioned. 


From what we were told by a member of that organization, radio broadcasts through 
the interprovinciai station of RM [Radio Mozambique] disclosing GAPECOM's objectives 
are credited with having aroused the greatest interest among cattle breeders induc- 
ing them to deliver more cattle and goats to the market. 


"If things continue at this rate, the supply of fresh meat to Maputo will be as- 
sured. We hope that by the end of November the outbreak of aphthous fever will 
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have abated to the point where we can begin again to market cattle in Maputo Pro- 
vince. According to our program, the animals will be slaughtered there and trans- 
ported to Maputo in our trucks in the form of refrigerated meat," the same GAPECOM 
employee said. 


The great demand for consumer goods, particularly staples in the food sector, wea 
also stressed. Shortages in this area have caused problems which are reflected in 
the decreased number of animals purchased. We must also consider the lack of spare 
parts for maintaining equipment already in the hands of the consumers, such as 
radios, bicycles and others.

FIVE 'ENEMY AGENTS' ARRESTED--The defense and security forces at Patricio Lumumba 
Ward, the (former Insolene Ward), Unit B in Maputo, recently detected five enemy 
agents who were on a mission to destroy bridges in the Matola (Velha), (Auto- 
Estrada) and (Jardim) areas. When they were detained, the criminals had with them

CHANGANE RIVER BRIDGE DESTROYED--Tuesday, the passage of a truck with a trailer load 
of foodstuffs destroyed the metal bridge over the Changane River which connects the 
district of Chibuto with that of Guija, in Gaza Province. According to information 
our newspaper staff received yesterday, the anchoring of the bridge was not yet com- 
pleted. Previously, after the completion of a number of technical studies, it was 
decided to open the bridge to traffic on two conditions: maximum speed, 10 km per 
hour, and maximum weight (vehicle plus load), 30 tons. "On 27 October at 0640 
hours, a truck with its trailer completely loaded with bags of sugar on its way

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ARRIVAL OF FLOATING DOCK--The floating dock recently acquired by our country from 
the Soviet Union, pursuant to a protocol signed between the two countries in April 
1980, arrived at the commercial port of Maputo at about 1800 hours yesterday. The 
dock is equipped with a floating workshop which, according to the Soviet technicians 
who will work on it, is a real ship repair enterprise. The dock also has two towers, 
each of which supports a 5-ton capacity crane. In addition, the dock has its own 
power plant, steam boilers for repairs and an air compressor. The 4,500-ton capa- 
city dock is self-sufficient; it has everything needed for any type of ship repair 
without calling on the part facilities. The dock can make repairs to ships up to 
130 meters long. Depending on their dimensions, it can also repair more than one 
ship at a time. Regarding the workshop, it is divided into several sections: mech- 
anical, electric and electronic sections, a section for repair of combustible 
equipment and a section for repair of refrigeration facilities. According to Victo 
Borissov and Guenadiym Khorunge, this is the first time a dock of this type has 

been moved as far as the distance between the Soviet Union and Mozambique. They 

say that, depending »n the quantity of work to be performed, between 180 and 300 
workers are needed t+: work on the dock. With the floating dock, Mozambique will 
occupy a prominent position in ship repair, close behind South Africa and Madagascar.

COMMENTATOR EXAMINES COUNTRY'S RELATIONS WITH PRC 
AB200658 Lagos Domestic Service in English 2100 GMT 19 Nov 81 
[Commentary by Alex Ekyawon] 


[Text] In spite of the fact that Nigeria gained its independence in 1960, it 

did not establish diplomatic relations with the PRC until 1971. This was largely 
due to the then Western disguised influence on our foreign policy. At least for 
quite some time, some Western nations preferred to deal with Taiwan instead of 
mainland China. The situation was further compounded by the alleged Chinese 

role during the civil war in this country. But in 1971, there was a dramatic turn 
of events for the better. Nigeria established diplomatic relations with China 

at ambassadorial level. This was subsequently followed by a historic visit to 
China by Nigeria's head of state at that time. 


Relations between the two <« untries were further cemented when Nigeria, along with 
some other countries, campaigned vigorously at the United Nations for the 
admission of China as a member of the world body. Since then, the normalization 
process has been heralded by a number of cooperation agreements. In November 
1972, Nigeria and China signed an agreement on economic and technical cooperation. 
This was later followed by an exchange of letters on technical cooperation in 

the field of agriculture in Lagos by the two countries. In February 1973, a 
2l-man Chinese agricultural study team arrived in Nigeria to study our agricultural 
needs and report on areas of possible cooperation, particularly in the field of 
rice, wheat and cotton cultivation. The outcome of that visit led to China's 
cooperation with Nigeria in the 130 hectares small-scale rice project at Itokin, 
Lagos State. The same goes for the rice project in Odekpe in Anambra State and 
Gampanduro area of Kwara State. This arrangement provided for the on-the-site 
participation of Chinese experts and technicians. 


In March 1981, another cooperation agreement was signed. That was an indication 
that the 1972 agreement has been satisfactory to the two countries. The Nigerian- 
Chinese cooperation agreement has made an impact in other areas too. The most 
significant of these is in the assistance of Chinese technical experts in the 
development of our water and agricultural resources. Forty water boreholes were 
completed and commissioned in the Chad Basin development authority area of Borno 
State within l year. The successful execution of this project led to the nego- 
tiation for 36 new ones in the same area to check occasional drought in the 
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place. China has also indicated its willingness to extend the frontiers of this 
cooperation in such other areas as the modernization of our railways and in the 
field of education. The agricultural cooperation agreement is of great interest 
to Nigeria in view of the fact that despite its large population--the largest 

in the world--the PRC has achieved self-sufficiency in food production. In 
addition, it has developed appropriate technology to sustain this achievement. 
Therefore, because of its green revolution program, Nigeria is not relenting in 
its effort to familiarize itself with what made Chinese agriculture so successful. 


In the industrial sector of her economy, China's impact has equally been felt to 
some extent. Chinese assistance to our industrial development centers, especially 
the one in Zaria, has led to the manufacture of simple implements to help our 
rural farmers and fishermen. On the international scene, Nigeria and China see 
eye to eye on a good number of issues. Their common background as developing 
countries has eliminated any divergence of opinion on contemporary world issues. 
China has given unequivocal support to the liberation struggle in southern Africa 
and has strongly opposed racism in all its ramifications. This is a cause Nigeria 
has committed a lot of moral and material resources to. Also, China's support 

to Africa's candidate for the post of UN secretary general is another proof of 

its interest in African affairs. It is expected that the visit to Nigeria by 
Chinese Vice Premier Huang Hua will lead to greater cooperation in the years to 
come between the Federal Republic of Nigeria and the PRC.

POLICE WARNING TO NEWSPAPERS--Nigeria's Inspector General of Police has warned 
that police will continue raiding newspapers publishing seditious or false 
articles, the News Agency of Nigeria reported. The top police official, 

Chief Sunday Adewusi, gave the warning to the country's newspaper proprietors 
association. Six senior editors of opposition newspapers have been arrested 

since the beginning of August and police have raided four of their papers, 

all supporters of the Opposition Unity Party (UPN). The agency quoted 

Mr. Adewusi as saying that police would no longer tolerate publications causing 

a breakdown of law and order. Several newspapers quoted Oyo State Governor, 

Chief Bola Ige, of the Unity Party, as warning journalists that his administration 
would copy the Federal Government and prosecute newspapers which publish seditious 
and false information about his government. Governor Ige's statement was widely 
interpreted in the press as a unity party move against papers supporting the 
Federal Government as well as against state governments controlled by President 
Shagari's National Party (NPN). Opposition papers accused the President last 
month of bribing opposition parliamentarians to support him and also published 
allegations of assassination plots against the opposition in Kaduna and Gongola 
states.

STRIKE ABOLISHMENT DECREE--Decree No 810,533, Military Committee of Redress 

for National Progress [CMRPN] 13 on the application of ordinance No 810,041, 
CMRPN 13 of 1 November 1981 abolishes the right to strike in Upper Volta. The 
chairman of the Military Committee of Redress for M:tional Progress and head of 
state hereby decrees: Article 1--All offenders of the provisions of ordinance 
No 810,041, CMRPN 13 of 1 November 1981 abolishing the right to strike in Upper 
Volta shall pay a fine of 100,000 to 250,000 CFA francs and shall be imprisoned 
for a period of 3 to 6 months or shall be subject to one of these two sentences 
only. If the offence is repeated, these sentences will be doubled. Article 2-- 
Any professional organization that violates the provisions of the said ordinance 
may be dissolved. Article 3--This decree, which comes into force as of the date 
of its signature, will remain in force until a social contract governing the right 
to strike is adopted. Article 4--The minister of the civil service and labour, 
the minister of justice and keeper of the seals and the minister of interior and 
security shall, each within his own area, ensure the application of this decree 
which will be published in the official gazette of the republic.

COMMENTARY SEES CONFUSION IN OAU LEADERSHIP

[Text] In conformity with the proposal made at the Paris conference, the Zairian 
contingent of the inter-African neutral peace-keeping force in Chad arrived in 
Ndjamena on Sunday, 15 November, after a week of indecision caused by some minor 
diplomatic misunderstandings. Then on Tuesday, the founding chairman of the MPR 
and president of the Republic of Zaire received a congratulatory message from 

the OAU secretary general. He congratulated the Zairian troops for being the first 
to be on the spot well before the contingents of the other brotherly countries 

that are to make up the neutral force. 


The following day, however, a message dated 15 November from the current chairman 
of the OAU was received by the office of the founding chairman. The contents of 
this second message clearly demonstrated that there is lack of coordination 

within the OAU. The secretary general praised us on the preceding day but the 
following day the organization's current chairman was urging Zaire to urgently 
send a contingent which in fact was already on the spot. Worse still, besides 
urging his Zairian counterpart to urgently dispatch the Zairian contingent to 
Chad, President Arap Moi--in the first paragraph of his message--blithely proposed 
that the heads of state meeting scheduled for 20 November in Kinshasa be postporced. 
We all know that this meeting, which was decided at the foreign minister's meets gz 
in Lagos, was aimed at providing the OAU countries contributing troops to the peace- 
keeping force an opportunity to exchange views. 


It would appear that in his efforts to ensure the speedy dispatch of the troops 
to Chad, the OAU chairman has his feet on the accelerator and the brakes at the 
same time with the heavenly serenity of one who is unaware of realities. In 
any case and despite the contradictions besetting the OAU as far as the Chadian 
affair is concerned, Zaire is only worried by the postponement of the heads of 
state conference. This is because as far as its contribution of troops is 
concerned, one just has to go to Ndjamena to see them. One must also remember 
the visit which the president of the transitional national union government of 
Chad has just paid to our country.
